We are not even, 
so far as I can see, within measureabla 
distance of such’ negotiations. ‘There is 
therefore, nothing to publish. 

“The controversy,. and even clamour, 
which’ has arisan, about these. conver- 
sations is due,-I suppose, to the rarity 
of such incidents... It would be! difficult 
to find a former occasion when | -apportu- 
nity has been given for quiet interchangu 
of opinion or re-statement of fadts on 
the part of a joint group of expert theo 
Jogians, Roman Catholic and Anglican. 
Accordingly. as: soon as I -had made 
public the. fact that these informal con- 
versatiors had been held, the: statement 
was twisted or exaggerated. into an, an- 
nouncement that secret negotiations were 
in progress under the Archbishop of 
Canterbury’s-leadership for the ‘reunion 
of the ‘Church of England with the 
Charch of Rome. As regards secreey—an 
allegation upon which much has heer made 


to turn—I took the first available op-|- 
‘| portunity for panics stating in the ‘sim- 


plest way what had happened. This was 
en purpose to avoid the, growth of mis- 
understandin based on ‘ill-informed 
rumour which might become current, I 
told the story with absolute simplicity 
and straightforwandness. ‘ You may have 
seen that Cardinal Mercier i in a Pastoral 
letter published a few days ago, a copy 
of which he has: kindly sent to me,- bas 
done the aame, and T need hardly say 
that his narrative corresponds closely with 
my own. So far as Convocation is con: 
cerned. I shonk? be .quite satisfied: 4o| 
leave the matter.there, for I have no
